Though unwilling to reveal the 
form ulae for these new destructive 
forces, the inventor adm its th at 
the principle behind them is entire­ 
ly different from th a t on which 
TN T and nitroglycerin are based. 
The RPX explosives are made up 
of solid constituents, which are un­ 
explosive when taken alone, and 
which have very sim ple molecular 
structure. 
The gaseous products 
of their explosion also are very 
simple in structure. 
Because these simple products 
do not absorb as m uch energy at 
the time of explosion as do the 
complex products of such common 
explosives as TNT, the RPX ex­ 
plosives are relatively much more 
powerful. 
They produce tem pera­ 
tures much h o tter than those pro­ 
duced by any oth er explosive now 
used com m ercially, and give rise 
to g reat pressures, in some cases 
as high as 15 million pounds to 
the square inch. 
Because of their g reater stabil­ 
ity, these new explosives are much 
safer to handle than nitroglycerin. 
Because of this, Zim m erm an be­ 
lieves they would be particularly 
adapted to use in drilling oil wells, 
a task in which the hazard from 
using nitroglycerin now is exceed­ 
ingly great. 
Z im m erm an’s principal interest 
is not in explosives but in finding 
the secret of atom ic structure. He 
believes th a t in studying explosives 
he can find out more about the

be of value in rocket research, 
utilizing RPX to send the rockets 
higher into the a ir than ever lie- 
fore to g ath er m eteorological data.

POLITE CHILDREN 
A 
POLITENESS survey was made re­ 
cently in New York among children 
ranging in age from 6 to 18 y ears and 
included those of every race, color and 
economic class in the region. 
It was found 
that Chinese children were the most polite 
of all, with Italian, French, Japanese, 
Irish and American children following in 
that order. 
Some of the comments on specific 
conventions 
were 
worth 
noting. 
Hat- 
tipping on the street was considered un­ 
necessary because it wa sn’t noticeable in a 
crowded city any how. 
Subway -pushing 
was justified because y ou couldn’t get 
any where in a rush-hour crowd without 
pushing. 
Sa y ing “ Sir” or Mam” to tea ch­ 
ers, parents or other adults was regarded 
in some quarters as being “ sissy ” or a mark 
of “ servility .” 
The Bronx cheer as a 
legitimate form of criticism was approved 
by a number of boy s and girls. 
Boy s proved to be more polite than 
girls and tenement children were more 
polite than those from fashionable dis­ 
tricts. 
On the whole, a surprising amount 
of real politeness was discovered and a 
reassuring belief in its worth. 
Probably 
the y oungsters made as good a showing as 
their parents would. 
It has been “ smart” 
in recent y ea rs to be rather brusque and 
unconventional in speech and manner.

politeness— which is really most a matter 
of human kindness— would do us good.

creasingly important developments in 
American policy in the Far East from now 
on.

Surface straws are the fa ct that 
both Secretary of State Hull and Under 
Secretary Welles have dropped all rou­ 
tine work, are handling only Far Eastern 
problems. 
Very few other international 
questions are brought to their attention. 
Behind this is the conviction, borne out 
by every dispatch from China, that the 
J apanese are determined to push the white 
man completely out of Eastern Asia and 
the islands of the Pacific, and that the 
| white nations must stick together. 
Some of the questions now being dis­ 
cussed 
by the State 
Depa rtment with 
France and Great Britain are (1) increas­ 
ing the size of the Pa na ma and Suez 
Canals in order to permit the passage of 
giant battleships; (2) 
how large these 
future battleships will be; and (:>) possible 
strategy to be used by U. S., British, 
French, naval forces in Far Eastern waters 
in case of emergency . 
However, these are mere details in a 
broader and much more important plan for 
cooperation which is still in process of 
formation. 
With this plan Roosevelt may 
make one last and prodigious effort to 
unsnarl some of the world’s troubles before 
admitting the inevitability of war.

Well, wh at th at means is th at it 
felt like a cold—sensations of fe­ 
ver, and muscle ach e and ch illi­ 
ness are common to lots of condi­ 
tions from diph th eria and pleurisy 
and pneumonia in th e early stages, 
to rh eumatism and general infec­ 
tions. 
Th ere is a tendency to call 
every upset at th is time of year a 
cold, and th e go-to-bed injunction 
s all th e more necessary. 
As for such complications as 
sinus infection and middle ear in­ 
fection after colds, th ey must be 
watch ed for—th e middle ear infec­

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TOUGHER ATTITUDE TO J A P A N SEEN 


I I T ABBINGTON — You can expect in­ 


creasingly important developments in 
American policy in the F a r East from now 
on. 
There may be nothing sensational; 
it all depends. 
But certainly you will find 
a steady tightening of Roosevelt’s attitude 
toward the Japanese. 
Several straws in the wind point clearly 
to this. 
Surface straws are the fact that 
both Secretary of State Hull and Under 
Secretary Welles have dropped all rou­ 
tine work, are handling only F a r Eastern 
problems. 
Very few other international 
questions are brought to their attention. 
Behind this is the conviction, borne out 
by every dispatch from China, that the 
Japanese are determined to push tile white 
man completely out of Eastern Asia and 
the islands of the Pacific, and that th e 
white nations must stick together. 
Some of the questions now being dis­ 
cussed 
by the State 
D epartm ent with 
France and Great Britain are ( I ) increas­ 
ing the size of the P an am a and Suez 
Canals in order to permit the passage of 
giant battleships; (2) how large these 
future battleships will be; and (3) possible 
strategy to be used by U. S., British, 
French, naval forces in Far Eastern waters 
in case of emergency. 
However, these are mere details in a 
broader and much more important plan for 
cooperation which is still in process of 
formation. 
With this plan Roosevelt may 
make one last and prodigious effort to 
unsnarl some of the world’s troubles before 
admitting the inevitability of war.

POLITE CHILDREN 
A 
POLITENESS survey was made re- 
cently in New York among children 
ranging in age from 6 to 18 years and 
included those of every race, color and 
economic class in the region. 
It was found 
th a t Chinese children were the most polite 
of all, with Italian, French, Japanese, 
Irish and American children following in 
th a t order. 
Some of the comments on specific 
conventions were 
worth 
noting. 
Hat- 
tipping on the street was considered un­ 
necessary because it w asn’t noticeable in a 
crowded city anyhow. 
Subway-pushing 
was justified because you couldn’t get 
anyw here in a rush-hour crowd without 
pushing.

WE ARE WARNED about neg­ 
lecting colds About all th at means 
is to emphasize the advice given 
here a few days ago— to stay in 
bed the first day 
or so of a cold. 
That Is all that 
can be done to 
s a f e g u a r d 
against compli­ 
cations and ser­ 
ious sequels We 
hear also that 
a neglected cold 
will 
“run 
into 
p n eumonla”. 
I 
do not 
believe 
that either. 
If 
a cold runs into 
pneumonia, 
It 
was pneumonia 
from 
the 
be­ 
ginning, but in that case the tem ­ 
perature is likely to be high and, 
therefore, all the more should It 
be emphasized that lf the temper­ 
ature Is up to or over a hundred 
with what looks like a cold, go to 
bed absolutely, even if It keeps you 
from getting married or being in­ 
augurated president. 
We hear so often, In going over 
the stories patients tell, such a 
batem en t as “I had a little cold". 
Well, what that means is that It 
felt like a cold—sens”tions of fe­ 
ver, and muscle ache and chilli­ 
ness are common to lots of condi­ 
tions from diphtheria and pleurisy 
and pneumonia in the early stages, 
to rheumatism and general infec­ 
tions. 
There is a tendency to call 
every upset at this time of year a 
cold, and the g o to - bed Injunction 
s all the more necessary. 
As for such complications as 
sinus infection and middle ear in­ 
fection after colds, they must be 
watched for—the middle ear infec­ 
tion 
especially 
In 
children—but 
they are more likely to be caused 
bv overtreatment than a let-alone 


policy in the acute stage of the 
cold. 
Hangover Cold Problem 
Two problems come up about 
these respiratory infections. 
One 
is the hangover cold. 'Hie one you 
can’t shake off.

friend of mine, Dr. I. J. Wolf, sev­

It starts as an or­ 
dinary cold, then hangs on In the 
chest as a bronchitis, and nothing 
seems to do it any good.

a change to a warm climate, It 
clears up In about a week. 
In the 
present age of automobile travel­ 
ing, this is a practical prescrip­ 
tion, because nearly everybody but 
the 
heads of 
big 
business and 
property owners can get away for 
the winter. 
Colds that come back three 01 
four or five times in a season ar* 
usually not colds at all. They ar* 
sinus Infections that keep flaring 
up all through the cold weather 
Or else chronic infection of th* 
tonsils that lead to a regular suc­ 
cession of sore throats. 
Chronic sinus infection may fin­ 
ally 
lead 
to chronic 
bronchitis 
And this really makes the victim 
miserable In the winter time.

“All communities,” he 
said, “have two classes of citizens, 
those that w ork for the benefit of 
all and those th a t criticise. Some 
of your citizens are alw ays willing 
to contribute a few dollars to any 
undertaking they deem 
worthy, 
but success for a community can 
not be bought w ith money. It can 
only be bought with concerted ef­ 
fort. with the time and thought of 
willing and able men and women. 
That is a high price, most of you 
think.” 
In closing, Dr. Mees told 
the 
fable of a wine harvest celebration 
in France. According to custom, 
all citizens of the territory assem­ 
ble each year, each m an bringing 
a bottle of his own wine and pour­ 
ing it into a g re a t cask in the 
public square. Then a t the climax 
of the fete the cask W’as opened 
and all drank of the common wine. 
Finally, one 
citizen, 
regarding 
himself sm arte r than the others,

Housing is a com ­ 
munity concern but this Associa­ 
tion should be ready to help solve 
the problem.
